Hilda’s Tornado Smashes Town In La 


NEW ORLEANS (UPI) — A 
tornado 
spawned 
by 
m onster 
Hurricane Hilda struck 25 to 30 
houses in a sm all town south 
of New Orleans today and gale 
force winds clawed at the Lou­ 
isiana delta country. 


There was no im m ediate c a s­ 
ualty total from the twister at 
Larose, population 2,800, but a 
police dispatcher pleaded 
for 
more am bulances and said “ we 
need stretchers to pick up the 
people.” 


Seven am bulances were sent 
to 
the 
town 
about 
30 
miles 
south of New Orleans, which 
was battening down for an ex­ 
pected glancing blow from the 
hurricane later today. More am 
bulances were being dispatched 
from Houma, La. where 8.000 
refugees were sheltered. 


P. F razier at Hou­ 
m a said there m ay have been 
two other tornadoes south of 
Larose, or possibly the sam e 
tornado, which 
hit two other 
sm all towns of 
Galliano and 
Golden Meadow but caused no 
casualties.

Two Bills Levied 
She said one couple moved 
in , in mid-June and when the 
bills for 1964-65 were mailed out, 
they received both the current 
bill and one for last year. The 
school board levies a total of $15 
per person through per capita 
and head taxes and this meant 
a double-barrel levy of $60.00 
rather than $30.00 for the one 
year for the couple, even though 
they resided in the township for 
only two weeks of fiscal 1963-64. 
According to Mrs. Reece, the 
same was true of the others and 
she said all either called her of­ 
fice or appeared in person to 
protest the double tax. 
In each case she said she in­ 
formed the persons they should 
direct their complaints not to 
Uer but to the school board be­ 
cause she acts only as collec- 
I lion agent for the board. She 
said she does not impose the 
tax or add names to the list. 
Under the law, she said, she 
must collect the tax. 
Defines Laws 
She told the Courier-Times she 
thought the practice unfair and 
that it tends to discourage pros­ 
pective 
residents 
“ when 
we 
should be encouraging people to 
move in.” 


The laws which give the board 
power to impose the taxes state 
they shall become effective on 
each person who is at least 21 
years of age or who shall be­ 
come a resident at anytime dur­ 
ing the fiscal year. 
Mrs. Reece said she is of the 
opinion that anyone moving in 
during the last six months of a 
fiscal year should be exempt 
from the taxes for that year. 
She said the problem 
first 
arose in June, 1963, and that 
until then names of new resi­ 
dents were not added to the 
lists until the next fiscal year.

“Cat Ballou” is Hickman’s first 
picture role in more than five 
years. During the interim he was 
star of the old “Dobie Gillis” se­ 
ries which has since gone off the 
air. 


Before that series he had a long 
run as the sprite on Bob Cum­ 
mings’ hit series. 


When “Gillis” ’ went into the 
wings, Hickman made a pilot film 
for a new series in which he would 


play a schoolteacher. He didn’t get 
on the air. 


“I was caught swimming against 
the tide,” said Hickman of the 
show’s failure. “I made a nice safe 
comedy. And at the time I made 
it, they were buying way out 
shows — monsters and hillbillies. 


“It seems to me that television 
is developing into a gimmicky, 
mediocre situation. When I started 
with Cummings ten years ago a 
show with good people, a situation 
and good writing would go. Now 
you have to be gimmicky.” 


When “Gillis” went out of pro­ 
duction a year ago, Dwayne made 
a financial settlement which gave 
him security for some time to 
come. He could afford to pick and 


choose his roles. 
“I didn’t want to do ‘I Was a 
Teen Age Monster’ and that kind 
of thing,” he said. 


Hickman admits that his profes­ 
sional activity s i n c e “Gillis” 
“hasn’t been exciting,” but things 
are now picking up. Three studios 
are after his services. 


“ ‘I won’t have a day off until the 
end of the year,” said Dwayne. 
Hickman can’t explain the in­ 
creased demand for his services 
any more than he could the lack of

He shoots in the eighties, sells 
in the millions and is as relaxed 
as a hound dog on a hot sidewalk. 
That could be a thumbnail sketch 
of Andy Williams, one of America’s 
most popular singers and star of 
“The Andy Williams Show’’ which 
will return on NBC-TV in color 
on a weekly basis beginning Mon­ 
day Oct. 5 (9-10 p.m.) 
Andy plays golf in the 80’s. His 
record sales are numbered high 
in the millions and he is personal, 
walking-around example that tran­ 
quilizers are unnecessary.

He went straight to New York 
and directly into television as the 
featured vocalist 
on 
NBC-TV’s 
“Tonight” show starring Steve Al­ 
len. Andy’s contract called for a 
two-week run, but he stayed nearly 
three years. 
“ It was a wonderful experience 
working with Steve,” Andy re­ 
called. “Besides singing, I did eve­ 
rything from an apache dance to 
a gangster bit; from a precocious 
child to a Russian bartender. It 
was a lot of fun.”

lighting” at it on a part-time basis 
for some months. 


It all began with one ‘Studio 
One’ show in 1955, recalls Mc­ 
Giver, “when all of a sudden I 
was an actor. 


“By summer I’d been offered 
three acting jobs and it was get­ 
ting kind of embarrassing — being 
a teacher by day and a television 
actor by night. 


“When summer was over I had 
to make a clean-cut decision. I 
either had to go into this acting 
thing all the way, or stop the non­ 
sense. 


“I asked my wife what I should 
do and she replied, ‘Don’t ask me, 
that’s your problem!’ 


“I tried to get a year’s leave of 
absence from teaching, but they 
wouldn’t give it to me. 


“So, I resigned, withdrew my 
pension money and got acting jobs 
at the rate of about one a month. 
I paid all my bills, I was doing 
just as well as I had been as a 
teacher financially — and I had a 
lot more time to myself.” 


Ironically, at the outset McGiver, 
was consistently cast in the role of 
eccentric millionaire. No one was 
farther from that financial situa­ 
tion than he. As a teacher he earn­ 
ed $350 a month and had seven 
children at that time. (The young­ 
sters total IO now.) 


At that point in his career, mil­ 
lionaires were only roles to be 
played. 


That situation may be rectified 
any year now if “ Many Happy Re­ 
turns” is the hit he hopes it will 
be. 


On the subject of his children, 
McGiver is unique. He actually re­ 
calls their exact ages. 


They are Brigit, 16, Maria, 15, 
Terry, the eldest son is almost 14, 
Basil is 12, Clare is IO, Oliver is 9, 
Clemens is just 8, Ian is 4, Boris 
is 2Hj and Cornelia is I. 


The entire family, and Maud, a 
7-year-old Border Shepherd, have 
moved 
from 
the 
reconverted 
church in which they live in up­ 
state New York to a rented house 
in Santa Monica, a few miles from 
MGM Studios where “ ‘Many Hap­ 
py Returns” is filmed. 


“I spent $700 on beds and linens 
just before the family arrived,” 
McGiver said in the precise tones 
in which he normally speaks. 


“I learned about the department 
stores at first-hand with all t h e 
other things we needed to furnish 
a house. No returns from THIS

In contrast to many New York 
actors who have qualms about 
moving their families to so-called 
Lotusland with its alleged bad in­ 
fluences, neither McGiver nor his 
artist-wife Ruth confess to any. 
“I have often thought,” he says,

small town. 
“I thought they possibly might 
be losing something by not having 
contacted the more populous cen­ 
ters of living. 
“I think they will be able to ad­ 
just. We will try to keep them 
f r o m ‘going Hollywood,’ ” he 
smiled.

Those fond parents who pore 
long hours over child guidance 
books might well pay heed. The 
McGivers’ philosophy is an inter­ 
esting one. He admits that he and 
his wife read the usual books, but 
found they didn’t really apply. 


“We would have been horrified, 
when we had one child, to think 


that someday we would have to 
take care of It, but it’s not a 
mathematical proposition. 
“Two times two is four in arith­ 
metic, but two times two in chil­ 
dren is not the same thing at all. 
“We have a standing joke: after 
five children you stop being a par­ 
ent and become an administrator.

“At the same time, he has very 
good, human, attractive qualities 
which he can’t always afford to let 
loose because he has a department 
to run.
